I would like to express my personal appreciation to the many fine officers - 
and men with whom I served over the past seven years here at the Naval 
Hospital, as well as the entire civilian staff, volunteers, institutions, and 
adjacent communities.

Introduction 

After years and years of service to those in need 
of nnedical aid Naval Hospital Boston is now 
slovy/ly and reluctantly phasing out of existence. 
Hopefully she will continue to linger on in the 
minds of those she served. Let's venture into the 
past and look at the rich history of early Chelsea, 
the hill, and the hospital's continued development. 

The Original Property 

Prior to the 7 Jan. 1836 Commissioning date, 
evidence suggests that settlement within the vicin- 
ity and the hospital is traceable back to the 
Pilgrim's landing in Plymouth, back in 1620. The 
area encompassing the present city of Chelsea was 
originally referred to as "Winnisimmet" as named 
by the local Indians. It was also the first permanent 
settlement in the Boston harbour area around 
1 624-1 625. Samuel Maverick constructed the first 
building in the vicinity of the hospital's grounds,- it 
was strongly fortified against marauding Indians 
and was referred to as "Maverick's Palisade." 

Some time after the first settlers moved in, ap- 
proximately 8 May 1631, the first public ferry in 
the Colony was established on the grounds at the 
site of the present boat landing in front of the 
Bachelor Officer's Quarters. Operated by Thomas 
Williams, the ferry connected Winnisimmet 
(Chelsea), Boston and Charlestown. 

Tension surfaced between newcomers to the 
area and British troops stationed here. On 27 May 
1775 the Colonials were engaged a few yards 
from our shore in a barrage exchange with the 
British troop transport "Diana." The Schooner suf- 
fered extensive damage in the exchange and 
drifted to shore where she was abandoned by her 
protectors. The Colonials applied the finishing 
stroke by setting her ablaze. 

On 1 7 June 1 775, three weeks after the "Diana" 
incident, the "Battle of Bunker Hill" erupted. It was 
from this elevated vantage point of the present 
hospital site where the residents of Chelsea and 
surrounding countryside gathered to witness the 
battle in Charlestown. The casualties of the battle 
were carried across the river and treated on what is 
now the hospital proper. Later the local Colonial 
Army led by Lt. Col. L. Balwin temporarily took 
possession of the farmhouses and barns of 
Jonathan Green to whom the hospital site be- 
longed at the time. This encampment proved to be 
of strategic importance during the siege of Boston 
in 1775-1776. 

The Memorial Plaque

The historical incidents related can be found 
recorded on the tablet imbedded in stone situated 
in front of the flagpole across from the entrance to 
the main hospital building. This memorial marker 
was originally located by the Broadway gate 
which was the first main entrance to the hospital; 
however when the Mystic River Bridge construction 
began around 1950, a more suitable site was 
required to protect the marker. The transfer was 
authorized by Copt. Lloyd R. Newhouser, the 
Commanding Officer at that time. 

The U.S. Navy and the Naval 
Hospital Are Established 

On 30 April 1798 the Navy Department was 
established in response to challenges on the seas 
from hosti les such as the British Navy and Barbory 
Pirates. In July of that year the Congress estab- 
lished the "Marine Hospital Fund" resources which 
ultimately were to be used to establish and support 
hospitals to core for the sick and injured merchant 
mariners. A Marine Hospital was erected in 1802 
in Charlestown, near the present shipyard. Naval 
Personnel, however, were not eligible for medical 
care in the Marine hospitals. When their core was 
authorized, it was found to be inadequate and led 
to the establishment of a new and separate "Navy 
Hospital Fund" on 26 Feb. 1812. Commissioners of 
the Hospitals were immecHotely appointed and 
proceeded to search for sites for Naval hospital 
construction. In 1823 the US Government paid 
approximately $ 1 8,000 for 1 1 5 acres to Dr. Aaron 
Dexter the owner of the Chelsea land at the time. 
Dexter's land was chosen for its sanitary and land- 
scape reasons as well as its near proximity to the 
Portsmouth (N.H.) and Charlestown Naval Ship- 
yards. A similar site was acquired in Norfolk, Vir- 
ginia. During the warof 1812, the Naval Fund was 
quite low; and it was not until 10 July 1832 that 
Congress actually appropriated funds for the con- 
struction of a Naval hospital on this site in Chelsea. 

Buildings Develop 




During the hospital's initial construction in 
1 835, Congress transferred to the Bureau of Ordi- 
nance a strip of the hospital's land. The area which 
ran along the waterfront was utilized as a site for a 
shell house and powder magazine. The construc- 
tion of a wharf completed the area, and this facil- 
ity was extensively used during the Civil and 
Spanish American wars. The USS Constitution and 
USS Constellation were frequent visitors to the 
wharf for powder and supplies. In 1911, when the 



need for the magazine declined, the site, with the 
magazine and a small house was transferred back 
to the Naval Hospital. Since 1918 the magazine, 
which is the oldest building on Base, was used as a 
storeroom. 




The original Hospital Building, now referred to 
as the B.O.Q., was constructed of Vermont Granite 
on a foundation measuring 149 feet by 71 feet 
with three stories. Records support that the Naval 
Hospital Boston is the oldest Naval Medical facility 
in "continuous" active service in the country. The 
Portsmouth Naval Hospital was commissioned in 
1 830, but for a period of time during the Civil War 
was in the hands of the Confederacy. 

Chelsea's first medical director was Dr. Thomas 
B. Slater. The original capacity accommodated 1 00 
patients, and since its commissioning has regu- 
larly accepted casualties of every war. It remains a 
foggy area still as to which buildings were origi- 
nally present and exact details of patient census 
because hospital records prior to 1 1 October 1872 
ore not reliable. 




In 1 853 on area of ten acres was transferred by 
the hospital to the treasury department for the 
establishment of a Marine Hospital, a facility that 
would primarily be concerned with the treatment 
of merchant seamen from the local waterfront. 
Apparently the original Marine Hospital in 
Charlestown proved inadequate, and in 1880, a 
four story brick building was erected on the 
Chelsea site. This structure was utilized as a 
Marine Hospital until 1942 when the institution 
moved to Brighton, Massachusetts. The four story 
brick building is now serving as the Bachelor's 
Enlisted Quarters. 
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The Hospital Grows and 
Improves 

As the Navy grew so did the Naval Hospital 
Boston. In 1 865 a wing was added to the original 
hospital structure and patient services were ex- 
panded. Ironically, as the demand for patient care 
increased, a movement developed to sell the in- 
stitution to a group of private citizens. The move 
was only temporarily reversed as it came to life 
again when Congress introduced a bill authoriz- 
ing the sale of the grounds with suggestion for the 
construction of another Naval hospital on one of 
the Boston harbour Islands. Due to the efforts of 
R. B. Forbes and George Winslow, the bill was 
permanently halted. 

In 1884 the Naval Hospital Boston was a rapid 
growing center for those suffering from "malaria 
poison." It was found patients sent from other 
hospitals frequently made rapid recovery. This 
success was attributed to the climate and facilities 
available. 

Some of the best information available about 
the hospital con be found in the "Annual Sanitary 
Report" particularly after 1 891 . According to these 
reports a recommendation was made in 1892 for 
electric lighting and the establishment of a Hospi- 
tal Corps. The patient census was now 154. The 
following year a small steam or electric powered 
elevator was installed. An aseptic operating room, 
telephone system, steam disinfection unit, lab- 
oratory area, and electric generator were instal- 
led around 1894. During the Spanish American 
war in 1 898, 76 casualties from the "Gloucester," 
involved in action in the West Indies, were trans- 
ferred here for medical attention. The same year 
electric lighting was installed running from 
Broadway in Chelsea to the main hospital en- 
trance. To that date the all time patient census was 
in 1911 with 234. This census was so high that 1 4 
tents had to be completed to sustain the resultant 
overflow. 

The year of 1 91 1 also saw the ground breaking 
for the main hospital building as we know it today. 
In 1913, according to the Annual Sanitary Report, 
regular instruction of hospital corpsmen was 
begun. That year also saw the installation of the 
new Campbell's X-ray unit. The new hospital was 
commissioned on 24 April 1915; the former build- 
ing was then set aside for housing nurses, civilian 
employees and Marine Corps guards. The Marine 
guards were used at the time to dissuade unwel- 
come visitors. In May of that year the new power 
plant was completed and put into full operation. 
Two years later a dietary department was set up in 
the basement of the new structure. 

The arrival of the new hospital's first mojorcrisis 
came in 1918 with the epidemic of influenza dur- 
ing the winter months while the nation was com- 
mitted to war.

The patient census increased so heavily that 
outside civilian help was called for to aid in the 
sudden overflow. The crisis was eventually over- 
come but unfortunately not without a substantial 
loss of lives. The same year Red Cross established 
itself in the hospital and proved to be of great 
assistance during the war period. The first Director 
of the Red Cross then was Ruth Emerson, a medical 
social worker.

RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 

An order was received through a memorandum 
doted 25 Sept. 1918 that burial of Navy deceased 
on the hospital cemetery plot was to be discon- 
tinued. Arrangements were made with Woodlawn 
Cemetery in Everett, for the purchase of a plot of 
land for this purpose. Those already interred were 
transferred to the new site. Those buried on the 
hospital grounds were primarily foreign sailors 
who expired while their ships were docked in Bos- 
ton. By August 1920 the transfer of all deceased 
was completed.

In 1920 this hospital began to treat Veteran's 
Bureau patients and correspondingly the patient 
census climbed. "In recognition of the splendid 
work done by the Corpsmen serving during "World 
War 1" the Knights of Columbus erected the en- 
listed men's Club, a place designed for rest and 
relaxation. It was formally opened on May A, 
1920. 

Between the years of 1920 and the Second 
World War, there is little recorded history of the 
work done by the hospital during that period. Due 
to the intensity of the war the patient census rose 
from 270 to over 2,700. As the war progressed, the 
hospital expanded its facilities and services for its 
important role in the war effort. A new Dependents 
Hospital (bed capacity of 90) and Chapel were 
completed in 1945. 

Copt. Lloyd Newhouser, Commanding Officer, 
in October 1951, instituted the Annual Medico- 
Military Symposium in which the Nation's leading 
authorities in medicine, surgery and the allied 
health professions were invited to participate. This 
was more recently re-instituted and known as the 
Annual Spring Symposium. 

Once again, as in past periods of conflict, the 
hospital played on important supporting role dur- 
ing the Korean and Vietnam wars. On February 
1 6, 1 973 the hospital witnessed the arrival of four 
Vietnam P.O.W.'s: Cdr. L. Eastman, LCdr. F. Pur- 
rington, LCdr. A. Carpenter and Lt. T. Sullivan. 

During the disastrous fire in the City of Chelsea 
on 14 October 1973, Naval Hospital Boston made 
every effort to be of as much assistance as possible 
to the local surrounding community. 

IN SUMMARY 

Our venture into the history of the Naval Hospi- 
tal Boston has brought us up to the present time 
when the hospital after years of service to the 
nation will close her doors. All patient care will 
cease on 28 July 1974. Decommission will offi- 
cially take place on 31 December 1974. 

The journey through the years has unveiled 
some interesting information, but there are many 
tales that this history laden institute has left un- 
told. Naval Hospital Boston has been of invaluable 
service to all who have walked her grounds in 
search of aid. Though she is now slowly and reluc- 
tantly fading out of existence, she will live on in 
the minds of those who have passed this way.
